The  first  reaction  upon  sighting  was  that  it  v/as  a plane  a 
long  distance  off  and  approaching  directly  with  a red  flashing 
light  on  the  left,  a green  flashing  light  on  the  right,  and 
what  appeared  to  be  a white  flashing  light  in  the  center. 

It  was  j^ocated  almost  due  northeast  and  approximately  30^  above 
the  her iron.  Over  the  period  of  two  hours,  it  moved  approxi- 
mately 23  degrees  east  and  30  degrees  up.  At  the  final  viewing, 
when  decided  to  quite  and  go  to  bed,  it  v/as  located  what  I 
would  say  to  be  north  — 65  degrees  east  and  60  degrees  above 
the  horizon.  It  still  appeared  to  be  the  same  in  figuration, 
although  at  such  distance  it  was  not  possible  to  determine 
any  shape;  and  at  a distance  almost  comparable  to  a star,  ex- 
cept t'lvat  you  could  very  definitely  see  the  red,  green,  and 
white  fiasiiing  lights. 
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
